SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Grantham: 

The  annual  report  which  is  required  by  law  is 
herewith  presented.  It  is  the  fourth  report  by  the 
present  writer  and  one  of  a  series  of  such  reports  pre- 
pared for  the  School  District. 

SURVEY 
This  school  year  has  been  marked  by  improved 
building  conditions  at  the  Village  School.  One  teach- 
er only  has  been  replaced.  The  educational  work  is 
moving  forward  with  reasonable  progress.  The  usual 
problems  of  attendance  because  of  contagious  diseases 
have  arisen  and  been  adjusted  when  the  situation  re- 
quired. Pupils  who  have  completed  the  eighth  grade 
have  met  with  marked  success  in  the  Newport  High 
School. 

ENROLLMENT  AND  ATTENDANCE 
The  enrollment  at  the  North  Neighborhood  School 
continues  to  be  large.  That  of  the  Primary  and 
Grammar  Schools  at  the  Village  is  about  the  same  as 
for  the  past  several  years.  It  is  not  probable  that 
there  will  be  any  marked  changes  for  some  time  to 
come.

REPAIRS 

Grantham  is  to  be  commended  for  its  willingness 
to   provide   funds  for   additional   repairs  to  its  school 
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buildings.  The  improved  toilet  facilities  provided  at 
the  Village  School  have  added  much  both  to  the  com- 
fort and  ease  of  operation  of  that  building.  By  the 
removal  of  the  building  at  the  rear  of  the  school  ad- 
ditional play  areas  have  been  provided  for  the  pupils. 
The  major  repairs  which  now  need  to  be  done  are 
those  that  are  concerned  with  the  improvements  of 
the  interiors  of  the  building.  At  the  Village  School 
the  ceiling  should  be  replaced  and  the  interior  repaint- 
ed as  soon  as  it  can  be  done  without  undue  expendi- 
ture. 

This  summer  should  see  the  North  Neighborhood 
School  re-decorated.  One  improvement  at  that  school 
made  last  year  was  the  installation  of  a  circulating 
heater.  This  has  made  it  possible  for  the  building  to 
be  comfortable  even  on  cold  days.  It  is  probable  that 
some  additional  comfort  may  be  derived  by  some  type 
of  weather  stripping  for  windows  and  doors.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  such  repairs  as  have  been  done  will  be 
cared  for  by  the  appropriation  which  was  made  last 
year,  and  that  future  work  must  be  dependent  upon 
appropriations  made  at  the  March  meeting  of  the 
School  District. 

BUDGET 

Again  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  State 
Aid  allotment  for  Grantham.  This  makes  possible 
keeping  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation  at  a 
reasonable  minimum.  A  request  is  being  made  for 
some  slight  additions  to  the  budget  but  they  are  not 
sufficiently  large  to  become  onerous.  It  is  confidently 
expected  that  the  amounts  requested  will  be  sufficient- 
ly large  to  provide  for  the  needed  items  in  the 
budget.  It  is  probable  that  a  small  appropriation  of 
$200  should    be   made   in    addition    to    the  budget    to 
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take  care  of  the  proposed  additional  repairs. 

CONCLUSION 

Grantham  continues  to  show  its  interest  in  its 
schools  and  pupils  by  its  support  of  the  various  activi- 
ties carried  on  by  the  schools.  Such  support  is  not 
only  desirable  but  adds  materially  in  all  of  the  work 
in  the  schools.  This  splendid  spirit  of  cooperation 
enables  the  pupils  to  contribute  their  part  in  making 
their  days  in  school  valuable  to  them  at  present  and 
of  continued  value  in  their  future  lives.  It  was  one 
hundred  years  ago  that  the  famous  educator  in  Massa- 
chusetts, Horace  Mann,  started  the  movement  which 
finally  resulted  in  improved  public  schools  for  all  of 
the  children  of  all  of  the  people,  regardless  of  race, 
religion,  or  financial  status.  The  work  which  he  began 
in  Massachusetts  spread  to  New  Hampshire  and  it  is  a 
matter  for  congratulation  that  so  much  has  already 
been  done.  It  is  probable  that  further  gains  may  be 
made  educationally  for  the  young  people  of  our  state 
through  the  united  effort  of  parents,  citizens,  School 
Board,  and  teachers.
